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“Too Much Politics” Assailed by 


Gov. Richardson in Plea for 
Federal Responsibility 


‘Coast Guard Officer Says He 
Would Dry Up Coast in Three 
Months If He Had the Ships

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 26— 
Public opinion in California is rapidly 
solidifying on demanding bone dry 
prohibition enforcement. Imperative 
necessity for increased federal respon- 
sibility and aid in the statey with less 
politics is stressed by Friend W. Rich- 
ardson, Governor of California, by 
officers of the Coast Guard Service, 
federal prohibition agents and dry 
police officials who give expression to 
this growing public sentiment. 
Accessibility of Canadian or Mex- 
ican wet goods has impelled the con- 
clusion among many beer and wine 
sponsors that “prohibition is a joke 
and an unwelcome guest.” Neverthe- 
less, the drys assert, the Eighteenth 
Amendment and the Wright Act would 
win by larger majorities if voted on 
again in this State, as testimony to 
the social and economic benefits re- 
sulting from the banishment of saloon 
and brewery. 
The Governor's Attitude 


Public opinion is reflected in the 
following signed statement of Gov- 
ernor Richardson to a representative 
of The Christian Science Monitor: 

What we need in California is di- 
rect, uncompromising federal respon- 
sibility to enforce prohibition. Hon- 
est federal officials here should be 
supported more strongly and bootleg 
sympathizers put out of office. When 

the wet officers who report to the 
bosses of the old political machine 
are eliminated, a new day of consti- 
tutional respect will dawn in Cali- 
fornia. 

The Government of California will 
co-operate with President Coolidge to 
the utmost in bringing to justice vio- 

latons of the Constitution, but we ex- 
pect him to co-operate with us by 
“removing from federal positions those 
men of the old political machine who 
have attempted in every way to make 

a travesty of the Constitution and 
bring reproach upon the name of our 

State. When the political rascals are 

superseded by honest men who stand 

four square for the Constitution, then 
even thé wettest. spots in our State 
can be dried up. 

The United States Government 
alone can prevent liquor importation. 
We need naval forces to do it. Cali- 
fornia has a seacoast of 800 miles on 

the west, and a southern border on 
the Mexican Republic needing a 
guard. The Government also grants 
permits to manufacture alcohol in 
this State and complaints have been 
made of lax methods and question- 
able sales. 

This is due to a temporary lag in 
public sentiment following the pas- 
sage of the Wright Act last year, 
partly to indifference of county and 
city officials, and partly to the char- 
acter of some of the men holding 
Government positions.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30—Now that 
William J. Graham (R.), Representa- 
tive from Illinois, has withdrawn his 
candidacy for Republican floor- leader 
and left the way clear for the election 
of Nicholas Longworth (R.), Repre- 
sentative from Ohio, the feeling here 
is that a very long step toward com- 
plete party harmony in the House 
has been taken. 

Expectant eyes are turned toward 
the conference of House progressives 
under the leadership of Adolphus P. 
Nelson (R.), Representative from 
Wisconsin, to be held today. This 
conference, it is believed, will crystal- 
ize the sentiment of the progressive 
group with‘the result that its mem- 
bers will be able to treat in a defi- 
nite manner with the regulars pre- 
ceding the conference of all Repubhii- 
can members tomorrow night. 

Mr. Cooper’s Position 

Mr. Nelson stated that the conference 
is for the purpose of a full and free 
discussion of subjects Progressives 
will have before them. It will decide, 
Mr. Nelson said, on a program of or- 
ganization and legislation for the regu- 
lars either to accept or reject. If re- 
jected, then the Progressives will feel 
that they are free to support their can- 
didate for Speaker, Henry Allen Cooper 
(R.), Representative from Wisconsin, 
and thus the organization of the House 
until they have obtained such conces- 
sions as will warrant their allowing 
the election of a Speaker.. 

In his statement withdrawing from 
the contest for floor leader, Mr. 
Graham states that “as it has become 
evident to me that I will not have 
votes enough to elect, I have decided 
in the interest of party unity and good 
feeling to withdraw from the contest.

Buenos Aires—The Argentine Gov- 
ernment has appropriated 80,000 pesos 
toward the expenses of the round-the- 
world airplane flight which Maj. Pedro 
Zanni of the Argentine Army proposes 
to attempt, probably in April of next 
year. He will start from London or 
Rome, and plans to fiy across Asia to 
Japan, thence to Alaska and over Can- 
ada, the United States and the Atlantic 
Ocean, to the starting point. 


Victoria, B. C.—A dozen airplanes are 
expected to operate in new aerial pas- 
senger services between Victoria, Van- 
couver, Tacoma, and Seattle next 
spring, according to B. Matthews, Seat- 
tle airman, who made known here yes- 
terday details of the plans of Seattle 
companies to equip planes for the 
coastal run. 


Manila, (#)—There are 43,265 more 
pupils in the public schools of the 
Philippines this year than last year, 
according to the bureau of education. 
This year there are 917,577 children 
enrolled as compared with 874,312 last 
year. 


Paris—The Chamber of Deputies has 
been asked to install a radio broad- 
casting apparatus. Deputies who render 
yoeman service on parliamentary com- 
mitfees, but who spare their eloquence 
on the floor of the Chamber, are not 
enthusiastic over the idea. 


San Juan, P. BR. (#)—Porto Rican 
sugar growers, thréugh the Sugar Pro 
ducers’. Association, have addressed a 
letter of protest against the present 
$12,000,000 budget and the $6,000,000 
bond issue jointly to Governor Towner, 
the president of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House. The budget is 
the largest in the island's history. The 
growers complain of the special export 
tax on sugar. 


Chicago—Housing shortage that has 
prevailed since the war is disappearing, 
with rents tending toward a stabilization 
at their present level, the National As- 
sociation of Real Estate Boards con- 
cludes in its semiannual survey of the 
real estate market. “The shortage of 
labor in the building trades is not 80 
acute as it was last year, nor for the 
first six months of 1923. Money for 
investment in real estate is compara- 
tirely plentiful with interest rates rea- 
sonable,” the report reads. 


Washington—The placing of employ- 
ees of the veterans’ and prohibition bu- 
reaux under civil service will be one 
of the principal subjects considered by 
the Civil Service Reform League con- 
vention here Dec. 6 and 7, William 
Dudley Foulke, league president, an- 
nounces. : 


New York— Pardoned by President 
Coolidge, and freed from a “life sen- 
tence” at Leavénworth, Lothar Witzke, 
the only German spy convicted in the 
Unit States during the World War, 
has been deported. 


Chapel Hill, N. C. (#)—More than 
one-half of the 750 members of the 
freshman class at the University. of 
North Carolina are working their way 
through college as self-help students, 
according to Dean Francis F. Bradshaw. 
A study of the matriculation cards re- 
veals also that students are not follow- 
ing in the footsteps of their fathers in 
choosing their life work. Ninety-five 
per cent of the new men are selecting 
different occupations, indicating North 
Carolina’s change from rural to indus- 
trial life. : 


Vienna—The University authorities 
made an effort yesterday to reopen the 
institution, which was obliged to close 
some days ago because of demonstra- 
tions by the Nationalist students. New 
outbreaks occurred, however, so the 
rector of the university gave up in de- 
spair, and announced that all lectures 
were suspended indefinitely. 


Toronto, Ont.—That Mr. Lloyd George 
would again lead the Liberal Party was 
the opinion of Lord Leverhulme, who 
was recently in Toronto. He thought 
that the protectionist policy now movted 
will not be acceptable in Great Britain, 
adding that in his opinion a preferen- 
tial tariff would not be the best thing 
for Canada, if any difficulty were ex- 
perienced in the sale of manufactured 
articles, as against free trade within 
the Empire, of raw materials. A mar- 
ket had to be found for the products 
of the factory.

ECONOMIC CHANGES 
PRODUCING UNREST 


U. S. Dry Rule Blamed Falsely 
for Plight—Radio and Fuel 
Oil Play Part

ST. THOMAS, Virgin Islands, Nov. 
20—Three little islands, St. Thomas, 
St. Croix, and St. Jobn, lying 70 miles 
southeast of Porto Rico—1442 miles 
south of New York—with an inhapited 
area one eighth the size of Rhode 
Island, are the latest and most will- 


| ing wards of the United States. Lying 


at the eastern gateway from the 
Atlantic to the Caribbean—from the 


‘West Indies to Panama—this group 
'of Islands had been the goal of vari- 
ous acquisition projects since the days 
of William H. Seward, and their pur- 
chase from Denmark on March 31, 
1917 for $25,000,000 was the conclusion 
of a series of controversies that for 
more than four centuries has figured 
in the blue-water annals of Europe 
America. 

These islands—the English-speaking 
inhabitants who make up their popu- 
lation voted seven to one to become 
American when the question was put 
up to them—are today extremely dis- 
contented with the measure of Ameri- 
canism that so far has been given 
them. What would seem to have been 
the supremely easy task of governing 
26,000 peoplé seeking of their own 
choice the security and progress of 
American institutions has been com- 
|plicated by disturbing factors which 
in the order of their importance seem 
to be: the najural economic diffi- 
culties of the islands, the race prob- 
lem arising from the fact that all 
but 8 per cent ‘of the people are of 
African or mixed extraction, the inept, 
casually administered and arbitrary 
rule of the well-intentioned naval 
Government; and the too hasty appli- 
cation of federal legislation unmodified 
to the peculiarities of local conditions. 

Of all the grievances which assault 
the ears of the friendly visitor, the 
most pronounced is one that begins to 
be heard in Havana and is repeated al! 
along the stepping stones of the An- 
tilles. The Virgin Islahds are declining, 
it is said, and American ownership has 
only hastened the decline by imposing 
moral legislation, alien to the islands’ 
standards and destructive of the is- 
lands’ historic sources of revenue. 
Needless to say, in these seas the meas- 
ures America has taken against the 
liquor traffic bear the principal part of 
this odium.

Under 
the new plans it is proposed to place 
at the rear portals a Georgian grill 
of wrought iron work, so open in 
character that the bell may ‘be. seen 
clearly at all times. At night it 
will be illuminated with floodlights. 


BIRD PROTECTORS MAY BUY 
PROPOSED “SHOOTING CLUB” 


Out of the storm of protest against 
‘the plan of E. A. MclIihenny and his 
_ associates to establish a hunting club 
_near the Louisiana wild life sanctu- 
‘aries has come a proposition to buy 
‘thé 100,000-acre Louisiana Gulf Coast 
Club tract and add it to the adjoining 
sanctuaries, thus forming the great- 
est bird refuge on the continent, ex- 
tending from Cote Blanche Bay west- 
ward to the Mermentau River, a terri- 
tory about 80 miles in length and 
from 10 to 15 miles in width. 

This plan, which contemplates the 
raising of sufficient funds to make the 
purchase by subscriptions of bird 
protectionists in the United States 
and Canada, is brought forward by 
T. Gilbert Pearson, president of the 
National Association of Audubon So- 
cieties, in a statement sent to Arthur 
L. Clark, secretary of the Massachu- 
setts Fish and Game Protective As- 
sociation. 

Has Hopes of Purchase 

Mr. Pearson announces that he 
has been corresponding with Mr. 
McIlhenny for some weeks afid be- 
lieves the plan at a price would prove 
acceptable to Mr. Mclihenny. He 


continues: 

It was through Mr. MclIlhenny’s 
efforts originally that Mrs. Russell 
Sage and the Rockefeller Foundation 
purchased as bird reservations great 
territories in that region, and Mr. 
Mclihenny states that he was very 
anxious to place the remaining terri- 
tory in sanctuary, but saw no means 
of. getting the funds to do this. He 
declares that his present efforts to 
establish a hunting club in the region 
was his second choice, and that he 
has been doing this in order that the 
wild fowl which came here so abun- 
dantly in winter might have a meéas- 
ure of protection which private game 
preserves usually afford. 

This being the case, there appears 
to be no logical reason why he and 
his associates should not be willing 
to sell the tefritory for reservation 
purposes. I know of one gentleman 
who tentatively approached Mr. Mc- 
Ilhenny on the subject some months 
ago, and offered personally to be re- 
sponsible for a sum of not less than 
$50,000 toward the purchase price. 
This party has recently indicated’ his 
willingness to “take off his coat and 
work for raising a fund to buy the 
land if it can be purchased at a rea- 
sonable price,” and there are others 
interested. 

Natural Winter Home 

I have reason to believe that a 
considerable portion is at present 
unsuitable for ducks, but could, 
doubtless, be made a great haven for 
them by certain dredging and diking 
operations. On other parts of the 
territory wild fowl gather in myriads. 

Here and there in the marsh are 
ridges where cattle are run and where 
the soil is cultivated. If the land

should be purchased and presented to 
the State of Louisiana as a wild life 
reservation, I think the State would be 
glad to accept it. Furthermore, it is 
possible that an income might be de- 
rived by grazing and farming priv- 
ileges on the ridges that wonld be 
quite sufficient to pay the runhing ex- 
penses of guarding the territory. 

If the people in this country can be 
made sufficiently interested to pur- 
chase this, and one other smaller tract 
of land, we will have a continuous 
wild fowl sanctuary of far greater 
extent than exists anywhere on this 
continent. It is the natural winter 
home of vast numbers of those water 
fowl that annually swarm down the 
Mississippi Valley from Canada tpon 
the approach of cold weather, and a 
reservation of this extent would be 
one of the most valuable moves that 
could be mate toward preserving in 
numbers many species of our perse- 
cuted wild water fowl.

MANCHESTER, N. H., Nov. 30 (Spe- 
cial)—Students of the co-operative 
farming movement in all parts of the 
country are beginning to show inter- 
est in the remarkable success of the 
New Hampshire Co-operative Market- 
ing Association, which is bringing to 
a close the third year of operation. 
In 1921 it did a business of $88,000, 
in 1922 its business was $257,000 and 
so far this year, with November and 
December to be added on, it has done 
over $300,000.. 

The primary purpose of the organi- 
zation is to standardize farm products 
and place them on the market under 
advertised brands and trade marks. 


Quality of products is the ambition of. 


the organization to place behind the 
entire output of member-farmers. 
Such trade marks as “Just Laid” 
eggs, “Mealy White’ potatoes, “Just 
Right” apples and “Wool Warm” 


woolens have been pushed so energeti- 
cally by the association in the local 
markets that these brands and others 
of a similar character are as well- 
known as many that have been on the 
market for years. 

Prior to the formation of the associ- 
ation, the custom among Néw Hamp- 
shire farmers was to market their 
products in an individual and unorgan- 
ized manner, getting for them as little 
as they could be induced to take by the 
agents of the middlemen. Many farm- 
ers made a practice, for instance, of 
exchanging eggs for other commodities 
at the country stores. 

Through the efforts of the associa- 
tion, more than one-half of all the eggs 
shipped from New Hampshire to the 
Boston market are now handled co- 
operatively by this association, and 500 
egg producers are members of the or-

Germany Engaging in Unfair 
Competition

| PARIS, Nov. 30—When the Repara- 
tions Commission met yesterday after- 
‘noon it was arranged that a serious 
/controversy should be postponed and 
efforts made to reach a compromise. 
It is expected that the clash of op- 
posing opinions will be avoided. 
_Louis Barthou and Sir John Bradbury, 
‘the latter. having just returned from 
| London, had a conference yesterday 
‘morning with the view to finding a 
formula. Sir John Bradbury.,. strictly 
'speaking, receives no_ instructions 
from his government and asserts his 
independence, but nevertheless he has 
been in London several days and has 
‘ascertained the wishes of Stanley 
| Baldwin and Marquess Curzon. 
| Here all the talk was of a compro- 
| mise, first because nobody could wish, 
‘during the British elections, to precipi- 
tate a fresh quarrel between France 
,and England, and, second; because 
France supposes that in a few weeks 
the Diisseldorf accords will be work- 
| ing and the victory be complete, if not 
jeopardized now by inopportune quar- 
rels about Treaty interpretation. 
_ It is felt better, therefore, to post- 
pone discussion on the Diisseldorf ac- 
cord till a late date, thus avoiding the 
British challenge of the legality of the 
Ruhr occupation. 


Committee’s Powers United 


But even on the committee of ex- 
perts which M. Barthou proposes, 
there was likely to be a conflict of 
opinion. M. Barthou asks that the 
German report on the present situa- 
tion should be referred to the com- 
mittee of experts, which should give 
the commission an estimate of Ger- 
many’s capacity for payment during 
the next three years. Sir John Brad- 
bury had described such a committee 
as even more limited in scope than 
the committee rejected by Washing- 
ton as “a pill for an earthquake.” His 
skepticism was not disguised, but this 
did not prevent a desire to be more 
conciliatory in form, than has lately 
been the case. ; 

M. Barthou offered to put forward 
his proposition for a committee of 
experts in such a manner that the 
‘limits of its power would not be de- 
‘fined. This met the British view half 
| way. All M. Barthou asks is the 
nomination of the committee with 
‘merely a tacit understanding regard- 
ing-its competence. It fs hoped that 
a section of the committee would be 
charged to discover what money Ger- 
/many has placed abroad. It is on the 
/need for revealing the gigantic Ger- 
/man swindle in placing its capital in 
|other countries that France particu- 
larly insists. 


_ Allocation of Ruhr Profits 


The gravest anxiety is felt at the 
prospect of a new quarrel with the 
British Government over the question 
of the allocation of the profits of the 
‘Ruhr occupation. France is desirous 
of preventing a dangerous clash by 
‘calling for a new Entente cordiale- 
and indicating the bases of such an 
‘accord. France undoubtedly wishes 
to come*to an understanding. Al- 
\though determined to pursue its pres- 
.ent policy since to abandon it would 
be a confession of utter failure, never- 
theless France asks nothing better 
than to discover some way of meet- 
‘ing the British views. 
| The new Entente should be based, 
it is said, on the following points: (1) 
'a convention for the common defense 
‘of the maritime routes and the com-

ganization. The organization sold - 
a single chain-store grocery compan 

in Boston, in 1923 up to Nov. 1, 19, 5446 
cases of eggs with 30 dozen in each 
case. The price has averaged net to 
the farmer 7 cents a dozen above the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce quota- 
tions for No. 1 eggs. This week, for 
instance, eggs have brought to the 
farmer 93 cents a dozen. 


The situation with regard to the 
1923 apple crop is no less satisfactory 
than in the matter of eggs. For years, 
New Hampshire apples have been sold 
_ for apple pies, apple sauce and cider 
instead of for eating purposes and the 
prices received have been ridiculous 
as compared with the prices exacted 
from the consumers in the Boston and 
New York markets. Western fruits 


have brought the top-notch prices al-| 


though New Hampshire quality is con- 
fidered by many superior to that of 
the Hood River, Oregon and other 
famous apple districts. 

The co-operative association has 
sold New Hampshire apples this fall 
directly to retailers or consumers at a 
tremendous advance over prices of- 
fered by middlemen. Carload lots 
have been shipped in 58 instances 
and the shipping rooms of the organi- 
gation in Manchester have handled 
4874 boxes and 530 barrels of apples. 
All of these apples were inspected and 
graded for quality to protect the pur- 
chasers. One firm in Boston pur- 
chased over 30,000 bushels at one 
time. Next fall it is planned to handle 
75,000 bushels through direct distribu- 
tion to restaurants and retail fruit 
and grocery stores, eliminating en- 
tirely the middlemen. 


Cold Storage Plant on Way 


A cold storage plant is being erected 
for the purpose of holding back thou- 
sands of bushels of apples and other 
fruits to prevent glutting the markets 
in the fall. The price paid to producers 
of apples this year has averaged from 
25 to 75 cents a barrel over the middle- 
men’s standard top-notch quotations. 


The co-operative marketers have 
also taken cognizance of the decline 
in the wool industry in New Hamp- 
shire and- has turned the tide so that 
now it is believed that the wool busi- 
ness is coming back. Forty years ago 
there were 200,000 sheep on New

TAX DODGER FACES 
ARREST IN BOSTON 


City Collector, Out to Get $500,- 
000, Says He Has Law Behind 
Him and Intends to Use It 


Unpaid personal taxes due the city 
of Boston totaling about $500,000, are 
being collected by the officials of the 
law department, and constables sent 
out by William M. McMorrow, city 
collector. The law department is col- 
lecting the personal property debts 
which amount to more than $300, 
while Collector McMorrow’s con- 
Stables are serving warrants on 
debtors to the city in less than $300. 

“I propose to make as nearly clean 
collections for the city of Boston here- 
after as the laws make possible,” said 
Mr. McMorrow today. “The greater 
part of this $500,000 we are going after 
has been owed the city for years, some 
of it for nearly six years. After six 
years the statute of limitations makes 
collections impossible, and I propose 
to bring action against every man 
owing the city for personal property 
for any length of time to prevent the 


‘claim being outlawed. This keeps alive 


the indebtedness for 20 years.”

$500,000,000 Property Said to 
Be Escaping in Maine 


PORTLAND, Me., Nov. 30 (Special) 
With the appointment by Gov. Percival 
'P. Baxter of the commission to inves- 
tigate the tax exemption laws of 
Maine, work is to be started at once,

estimated that property valued at 
| $500 000,000 is exempted from taxation. 
| Ag showing some conditions, the. 
city of Portland, with a valuation of 
$100,954 .725, has not less than $9,244.,- 
'350 of property wholly exempt by law | 
from taxation. This tota) is figured 
‘upon a low valuation, and Governor 
Baxter believes $12,000,000 would more 
/nearly represent the value of the prop- 
erty in question. This does not in- 
clude many millions of dollars repre- 
sented by mortgages, none of which 
‘are taxable. 

Compared with the population of 
| Portland, the cities of Bangor and 
Lewiston are in about the same situa- 
| tion, and other cities and towns are 
|probably in a similar position. It is 
very plain that whatever property is 
made tax-exempt, the tax burden tea 
the property that is not so favored is 
| proportiately increased. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
‘according to careful estimates, live 
| stock to the value of $3,000,000 is ex- 
empted from taxation; the exempted 
| property of soldiers and sailors repre- 
sents an equal amount, and so on 
_ through a list of 40 or more items. 

“These exemptions need revision, and 
‘some underlying principle should be 
discovered on which tax exemption 
should rest,” says Governor Baxter.

WINNING FRIENDS IN NEW YORK 


Proposed Amendment to Draft Capital, Labor, as Well 
as Fighters, Declared Only Just 


To the end that war may be made as 
repellent to all classes as it is to those 
eho must fight, The Christian Science 
Monitor has proposed an amendment 
to the Constitution of the United States, 
expressed, in substance, as follows: 


In the event of a declaration of 
war, the property, equally with 
the persons, lives and lberties of 
all citizens, shall be subject to 
conscription for the defense of 
the Nation, and it shall be the 
duty of the President to propose, 
and of Congress to enact, the 
legislation necessary to give effect 
to this amendment. 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
NEW YORK, Nov. 30—The plan to 
insure peace by taking the lure of 
profit out of war, by writing into the 
Constitution of the United States an 


amendment legalizing the conscrip- 
tion of Capital and Labor to share 
the fortunes of the fighting men, con- 
tinues to win popular approval here. 

Gen. George A. Wingate, Surro- 
gate of Kings County, formerly com- 
mander of the 53nd. field artillery 
brigade of the 27th. division, American 
expeditionary forces, and later State 
commander of the Amerjcan Legion, 
is one of a number of eminent citi- 
zens, who today expressed strong ap- 
proval of the peace proposal. He said: 


The proposed amendment meets 
with my hearty and earnest approval. 
It is a matter which I have been 
advocating ever since the close of the 
war. I have always believed that 
every laborer in the shipyard, navy 
yard, or railroad used or operated in 
connection with any national effort 
related to war, should be enlisted and 
paid on the same basis as the men 
in the ranks of the army and navy. 

My only qualification would be a 
question as to whether the proposed 
amendment goes sufficiently far to 
enable the Government to take over 
the complete producing. plant such 
as, for instance, the Packard Motor 
(‘ar factory, and to draft it as a going 
concern so that the existing personnel 
used in peace-time production would 
be retained intact to perform the same 
work for the Government at army pay, 
with the compulsion on the part of 
the personnel to remain and function 
subject to the same penalties for de- 
sertion that would exist in the case of 
a soldier who deserted.

Admitting that the act had failed 
to stop the clandestine sale of liquor, 
its consumption in Canada was, in 
1922, one-third less than in 1914. Con- 
trasting beer figures for the same 
period, the speaker said, showed a de- 
crease of 20,000,000 gallons, repre- 


senting a line of beer kegs 750 miles 


long and two feet high. Mr. Raney 


‘predicted that the prohibition pendu- 


lum would swing back and forth for 
many years until idealism triumphed 
over selfishness. The question for 
thinking men who admit the evil of 
the liquor traffic was to decide the 
‘method of dealing with it which gave 
‘the best results, and statistics showed 
‘its superiority over its best runner- 
up, namely, Government control.

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Four Major Winter Carnivals 


Are Arranged in New Hampshire 


Winter Sports Programs at Many Mountain and Lake Re- 
sorts in Addition to the Big Features 


CONCORD, N. H., Nov. 30 (Special) 
—Four major winter carnivals are 
planned for January and February in 
New Hampshire in addition to - the 
ordinary winter sports programs ip 
the mountain and lake resorts. The 
special celebrations which, it is ex- 
pected, will be deserving pf the name 
Carnival in its broadest sense are 
these: 

Newport Carnival on Jan. 10, 11 
and 12. 

Manchester Winter Sports. Carnival 
on Jan; 16, 17, 18 and 19. 

North Conway White Mountain Car- 
nival from January 22 to 27 inclusive. 

Dartmouth College Winter Sports 
at Hanover on Feb. 7, 8 and 9. 

Besides these there are to be pro- 
grams of winter sports in Laconia, 
Concord, Gorham and Berlin and 
probably 15 or 20 smaller places, the 
details of which have not yet been 
arranged. 

The Newport Carnival at Newport, 
N. H., near Lake Sunapee is one of 
the oldest of the New Hampshire 
celebrations of this character. ‘The 
Newport Chamber of Commerce and 
hotel organization were pioneers in 
promoting winter sports and last year 
over 5000 people participated in the 
program. 

The Manchester Carnival 

The Manchester Carnival is new, 
this being the second. year, but the 
outlook is that it will be the largest 
in this State and, as was the case last 
year, one of the most elaborate in 
the New England region. The city 
government has this fall erected ad- 
ditional toboggan slides on Rock 
Rimmon, one of the picturesque nat- 
ural rocks of the Merrimack valley. 
The slides buflt last year about two 
miles east of the city were found to 
be inadequate to accommodate the 
thousands who wished to use them 
during the 1922 carnival. 

The city also plans to build an {ce 
palace in one of the parks and agents 
are studying the Montreal Ice Palace 
as a pattern to be copied. ‘The re- 
markable exhibition of high diving 
given last year by the “Stone Ledge 
Brownies,” a group of young men who 
jumped from cliffs over 150 feet high 
into water where the ice had been 
broken through for the purpose, will 
be repeated. 

In addition to the efforts of the city 
government, the Manchester Chamber 
of Commerce has organized a carnival 
committee which is in daily session 
perfecting the details of the parade 
and various programs. To finance the 
carnival to the extent not covered by 
municipal funds, the Manchester com- 
mittee 1s selling thousands of but- 
tons to be worn during the celebra-

The White Mountain hotel 
men are doing all they can this fall to 
encourage these carnivals, because it 
gives them an opportunity to do busi- 
ness at a season when ordinarily the 
hotels are closed. 

The Hanover carnival is designed 
primarily for students at Dartmouth 
College and its program is under the 
charge of the college committees. It 
draws. for attendance, however, on 
alumni and friends of Dartmouth, as 
well as on the students and it has 
been for several years a large affair.

BANK OF ENGLAND RATE 


LONDON, Nov. 30--The Bank of Eng- 
land rate remains unchanged at 4. per cent. 
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ONSOLIDATING the railroads ap-

| At present, the powers of the com- 
mission are not broad enough to order 
desirable mergers.

'Two years ago, this body drew up a 
itentative plan by which all the rail- 
roads in the United States were 
| grouped into nineteen systems. The 
‘original plan was prepared by Prof. 
| William J. Ripley, of Harvard Uni- 
versity and was slightly revised by 
the commission before public. hear- 
ings were instituted to determine its. 
desirability. 

Thus far, the hearings have been 
productive of an immense amount of 
debate for in no instance has there 
been any uniformity of opinion.

Meeting Objects to Abolition of 
Ministry of Social Politics 


BELGRADE, Nov. 12 (Special Cor- 
respondence)—For some time now the 
constantly groving strength of the 
women’s movement and its lively ac- 
tivities in many directions have been 
increasingly felt here. The following 
incident gives one more illustration of 


its activity. 

After the Great War, 
great unrest in society, the need was 
felt in Jugosiavia of giving protection 
to the socially weak, and for that pur- 
pose the Ministry ef Social Politics 
was founded. Now, however, in the 
interest of economy, the Government 
intends to abolish certain of the min- 
istries and among them the Ministry 
of Social Politics. In connection with 
this the executive committee of the 
Jugoslay National Federation of 
Women havé lately held a plenary 
session at which violent protest was 
made against this intention. At the 
end of the meeting the following resu- 
lution was unanimously passed: 

The National Women’s .Federation, 
representing 119 women’s aocieties, 
which, from the beginning of their 
work, have looked after the protec- 
tion of children and of all the socially 
weak, demand from the Government 
and Parliament that the Ministry of 
Social Politics: be not abolished. The 
most elementary justice demands 
that the many children whose par- 
ents were either killed or disabled in 
the war, the disabled themselves, and, 
finally, all other socially weak, from 
whatever reason, must have one state 
institution which shall be responsible 
for the care of them. 

At the same time, the Natioral 
Women's Federation demands that 
the ministry be thoroughly reorgan- 
ized, freed from party influence; and 
the whole direction of the -ministry 
given intdO the hands—-of women.

Hardy’s “Queen of Cornwall” 


By Special Cable 


Dorchester, England, Nov. 30 

OETHE once said that a- good 

test of true genius was to be 

able to work within limitations. 
In his first play, “The Dynasts,” Hardy 
threw aside all limitations and pro- 
duced a play impossible for actual pro- 
duction upon any stage. In “The 
Queen of Cornwall,” produced here for 
the first time on Wednesday night, he 
shows his genius by writing well 
within the rigidest of self-imposed lim- 
itations. He confined himself to one 
scene, and the play is written for mum- 
mers, mummers in this case meaning 
amateurs’ 

The difference between the amateur 
and professional actor resembles the 
difference between the amateur and 
professional photographer. The pro- 
fessional will turn you out a highly 
polished, finished production which is 
not always quite the person of whom 
it is intended to be a portrait. The ama- 
teur photograph, with all its crudities, 
is often a truer likeness. 

Local Coler 

Therefore, if a mummer plays a 
part true to a type that he knows, he'll 
sometimes produce surprising results. 
The amateurs certainly were surpris- 
ing in this production. The local color 
was amaging. One had not realized 
that King Mark of Cornwall and his 
subjects spoke with a broad west 
country accent, but they probably did; 
and in this respect the performance of 
the Hardy players was amazingly alive. 

Undoubtedly the two best perform- 
ances were those of Miss Fare as 
Iseult, the whitehanded, and the Tris- 
tram of Dr. E. W. Smerdon. Miss Fare 
played with really moving conviction, 
and Smerdon both played and sang 
heautifully. As Iseult, the queen, Mrs. 
Hirst scarcely let herself go suffi- 
ciently. The other players were all 
very much in the picture, and the pic- 
ture was really what the audience had 
come to see. This was a Wessex play 
played in a Wessex setting—the thea- 
ter was a vaulted corn exchange of a 
Wessex capital. The players were 
genuine Wessex folk, proud to do 
honor, as the audience did homage, to 


a native genius still dwelling in their 
midst. 

A rumor came some time ago to 
London from the west country that 
one of her sons and one of the great- 
est living writers was busy on a new 
version of her famous , legendary 
tragedy. And now it has arrived it is 
really little more than a fragment. 
It is a very beautiful fragment, cer- 
tainly, and it is not a broken frag- 
inent, but remains, like, perhaps, the 
lid of some exquisite piece of pottery, 
to hint to us what the whole must 
have—in this case might have—been 
like. 

Scenery in the Words 

Its most distinguishing virtue, as 
perhaps of all Thomas rdy’s work, 
is an exquisite simplicit sionally 
it is a little too exquisite and verges 
on the precious, if not almost the. 
ridiculous,.. Thomas Hardy could not ' 
and would not be classed with 
Thomas Carlyle as an inventor or 
coiner of words but he sometimes let 
words coin themselves. 

They appear to come inevitably into 
being, to rise by -their own likeness 
like fishes to the surface. Perhaps 
that is the origin of language. Cer- 
tain it is that as one becomes imbued 
with the very real atmosphere of this 
little play one finds expressions seem- 
ingly ready on the tip of one’s tongue

The play is described as “A New 
Version of an Old Story”; but it is 
surely the old, old version in a new 
and beautiful setting; altered only in 
slight incidentals; always for the bet- 
ter and more picturesque, as when 
Queen Iseult proclaims her coming 
to her lover’s aid by the hoisting of 
white sails instead of merely a white 
flag. Perhaps the most exquisite thing 
in the whole play is the epilogue 
spoken through the character of Mer- 
lin. It should be quoted in full.

FEDERAL OPERATION OF CANAL 
WAR ASSET, ALSO PEACE NEED 


Waterway Retumed to Owners After Price Disagreement 
Blocked Government Purchase 


Beliewing that the Cape Cod Canal 
can be operated best as a public con- 
venience under Government owner- 
ship, The Christian Science Monitor 
has had prepared a series of articles 
on the physical, financial, and political 
history of the building of this protec- 
tiwe waterway. Many reasons are re- 
vealed showing why it appears to be a 
aise course for the United States to 
buy this public project at a proper 
price. 


Forced into activity by the gradual 


approach of the World War to its own. 


doors, the United States Government, 
in 1916, finally accomplished what 
thousands of proponents of public 
ownership had been urging over a 
long period of peace, at least to the 
extent of coutrolling the Cape Cod 
Canal. The waterway, was made part 
of the transportation system of the 
country under the eastern jurisdiction 


of the Railroad Administration, with | 


James H. Hustis its district director, 
Arthur L. Crowley, general agent, 
and Capt. H. L. Colbeth in charge as 
local manager. 

It may be frankly stated, at this 
point, that up to that time the canal 
had been far from a financial success. 
It was still in its experimental stage 
and had never had a fair test, due to 
the fact that almost immediately after 
its completion the Great War had 
broken out, disturbing commerce and 
necessitating the use of a different 
type of ship than had been expected 
to employ it. Now the United States, 
too, had actively entered the conflict, 
and almost immediately the canal’s 
earnings were further decreased, for 
the ships of the Eastern Steamship 
Company—its best patron—were with- 
drawn by the Government for use in 
other waters. 

Indeed, according to a detailed re- 
port made in 1918 by accountants em- 
ployed by the Government, the actual 
operating expense of the canal from 
Aug. 14, 1914, to Aug. 31, 1917, had 
been $635,502.28, and its earnings! 
only $379,792.65. Called upon to bear 
a loss of this nature on top of the 
many other charges and amount of 
capital invested, it is not strange 
that the Boston, Cape Cod & New York 
Canal Company had not been eager or 
able to expend large additional sums 
in vitally needed improvements to the 
waterway. 

At least three sections of the canal 
had again shoaled to a depth of con- 
siderably less than 20 feet, and the 
new management immediately began 
to dredge the cut to 23-foot depth.so 
that it might without Welay be avail- 
able for ships bearing atleast 19,- 
000,000 tons of fuel for NeW England, 
which had been routed around the 
Cape. The much-needed improvements 
were energetically pushed forward, 
and by October the canal was, being 
used by some of the largest colfiers 
engaged in New England trade. 


Failure to Agree on Valuation 

While the waterway, with all its 
drawbacks, continued to be of almost 
inestimable value to the Nation dur- 
ing its war period, the agitation for 
continuing ownership by the Govern- 
ment was steadily kept up in the halls 
of Congress. In February, 1919, the 
Senate again passed a bill authorizing 
its outright purchase, and on April 19 
of that year the United States of 
America petitioned for condemnation 
of the cut. With the customary legal 
delays, the pleadings were prepared, 
and meanwhile the Secretary of War 
asked Congress to pass an act author- 


_ izing his department to take full pos- 


session, immediately, without waiting 
for the outcome of the court proceed- 
ings, and that an appropriation of 
$10,000,000 be made for the purpose of 
paying any award which might later 
be made in favor of the private com- 
pany. The requested bill was intro- 
duced by Henry Cabot Lodge, Senator 
from Massachusetts, and supported by 
the heads of the army, navy, rail- 
road administration, and by many 
other prominent officials. Mr. Lodge 
said at one of the hearings before the 


- committee: 


It would be a piece of poor economy 
for the Government, to fail to pur- 
chase this canal and to allow it to 
deteriorate now. It is a commercial 
necessity and a naval necessity. The 
coal supply of New England is largely 
affected by the operation thereof. — 

The condemnation proceedings, 
brought under the Rivers and Harbors 


Act of Aug. 8, 1917, went to trial, 
before a jury in the District Court of | 


Massachusetts in -October, 1919, on 
two - stipulated issues—the value of 


| the property and franchise sought to 
be condemned for Government use, 
and the amount fairly and reasonably 
chargeable to the Canal Company on 
account of dredging and other work 
dene by the United States while the 
canal was in the control of the rail- 
road administration, so far as it did 
not relate to current maintenance. 
Nearly two months were consumed 
in the trial of the case. It was con- 
tested by distinguished council on 


the Canal Company included experts 
in real estate values, authorities on 
the construction and operation of 
canals, steamship company officials, 
engineers, and high army and navy 
officers. The testimony of several of 
them was admitted by the trial justice 
after objection by the Government 
and later served as grounds for an 
/ appeal of the case by writ of error. 
|Fhis trial unquestionably furnished 
one of the most interesting chapters | 
in the whole history of the Cape Cod | 


to say that the only point upon which 


was that the company had actually 
expended about $8,500,000 in building 
the waterway. 

In addition to this the company 
maintained that in development costs, 
losses, interest, taxes, contingent 
claims and payment for rights, fran- 
chises and services in stocks and 
bonds had set it back to the extent of 
approximately $6,250,000 more—an 
actual total of $14,715,917.25. This 
additional claim was one of the dis- 
puted points, particularly the item of 
$3,000,000 in stocks and bonds at their 
par value. Much evidence was also 
introduced, subject to exceptions, as 
to the probable replacement cost of 
the canal at the time of the trial. In 
1916 Congress passed an act appoint- 
ing the secretaries of War, Navy and 
Commerce as a commission with au- 
thority to negotiate for the acquisition 
of the. canal by purchase. The offer 
of $8,250,000 was made by Newton D. 
Baker, formerly Secretary of War, 
and rejected by the company which 
set the valuation of the property in 
that year as $13,000,000. 


Value in 1919 Held Over $26,000,000 


Patrick McGovern, a_ well-known 
New York contractor, testified that in 
his opinion it would cost nearly $28,- 
000,000 to build it ,in 1919, and Maj.- 
Gen. G. W. Goethals, builder of the 
Panama Canal, estimated that the Gov- 
ernment could construct it by “force 
account” for about $26,000,000, but 
that private enterprise would have to 
expend from $4,000,000 to $10,000,000 
more than that, according to the 
method of financing the work. 


Emory R. Johnson, an expert on the 
history and theory of canal transpor- 
tation, testified as to the probable in- 
crease in traffic through the canal 
with the return of commerce to nor- 
mal, indicative of what company earn- 
ings might be expected to be in future 
years, and Rear Admiral J. T. Bowles 
and Maj.-Gen. Clarence R. Edwards 
gave their opinions as experts upon 
the value of the canal as a vital part 
of the national defense. The evidence 
of the two witnesses last mentioned 
was declared by the court to have no 
bearing on the question of the dollar- 
and-cents value of the canal, but was 
not stricken from the record. That of 
the witnesses who testified as to the 
probable replacement cost was al- 
lowed to enter into the jury’s consid- 
eration without limitation—such as a 
suggestion by the court that no one 
would be likely to undertake the re- 
production of such a canal during a 
period when high prices were at their 
peak. 

At the close of the trial the jury 
brought in the following > finding: 
That on the first of April, 1919, the 
canal company was—except for cer- 
tain rights of the Government a bank 
as trustee—sole owner in fee simple 
of the land, interest, appurtenances, 
and other property belonging to the 
canal, and that the value of the same 
on that date was $16,801,201.11.

setting forth ail the facts of the trial 
and declaring that since the taking 
of the canal by the Government con- 
tained no provision for proceedings 
by the owners for recovery of the 
value of the canal, there had anisen 
on the part of the Government an im- 
plied obligation to pay the fair value 
thereof, and “that a petition for con- 
demnation had, and could have, no 
other object except the single ong of 
having determined by a jury the said 
value of said canal and just compen- 
sation to be paid to the former owner 
thereof by the Government.” 

Judgment was entered on Aug. 3] 
the Government prosecuted a writ of 
error on the ground on admittance 
of certain evidence, erroneous in- 
structions by the court, and the sub- 
stance and form of the decree, and 
in an opinion of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals, handed down on Feb. 16, 
1921, the judgment was vacated and 
the case remanded for further pro- 
ceedings. 

In accordance with this action the 
Government formally returned the 
canal to the company, which refused 
to accept it. Apparently nobody now 
wanted this vital waterway upon 
which so many million dollars had 
been expended, and for several days 
it remained closed. Then, although 
the company disclaimed any duty or 
obligation to operate the canal since 
the Government had taken it over, it 
agreed to reopen it. in order that the 
fuel shortage existing in New Eng- 
land might be alleviated thereby.

“And the most 
peculiar part about rice is, that all 
the various operations take place in 
the fields. at the same time.

ing with flails, or winnowing - with | 
large fans, or draining off the water, |

allows one field to be flooded without 
flooding the others.

“When the shoots are pulled from 
their original bed by hand and tied into 
small bundles they are placed at regu- 
lar intervals in the larger fields where 
they are to be replanted. Then the 
farmers, bent double and moving 


backward, take two or three plants | 
between the first and second fingers | 


of the right hand and thrust them into 
the water-covered mud. They lay the 
plants so accurately that the rows are 
not only traceable ‘up and down and 
across’ but at an angle of 45 degrees 
as well. That’s the way they work— 
hour after hour, bent over double. 
Those nearest the place where I was 
painting would make funny little 
songs about me—usually improper, I 
judged, from Ah Chow’s expression— 
and all in the country dialect of which 
I understand nothing. Then, with 
legs and arms deep in the mud, they 
would look up at me and grin 
merrily.” 


A Chinese Joke 


The landscape painter’s eyes twin- 
kled. “But once I fooled ’em! Once 
I actually understood a joke in Chi- 
nese myself. That, of course, was just 
a matter of luck. The words spoken 
were extremely simple and were care- 
fully pronounced in the Shanghai dia- 
lect, of which I understand a little. 

“Two of the grown sons of a farmer 
at whose hut I was staying were at 
work on the treadmill of a water- 
wheel. It was a large waterwheel and 
should have been propelled by six 
people instead of two. The day was 
terribly hot, and the two men, though 
stripped to the waist, were working 
like truck horses and perspiring at 
every pore.

Where Factory Hours Don’t Apply 


London 
Special Correspondence 


EARLY 4000 girls have come to 
Lowestoft from the far north of 
Scotland and from Ireland to 

meet the herring fieet which has beet 
traveling steadily south from the 
Outer Hebrides where it made its ap- 
pearance in May. Some of the girls 
have followed the course of the fleet 
from Stornoway, Shetland, Wick, 
Fraserburgh, Peterhead, Shields, Har- 
tlepool, Scarborough, Grimsby, and on 
to Yarmouth and Lowestoft. A strange 
language is to be heard in this last- 
named town just now. 

“Thighibh a nuas so (Come down 
here),” said one of the helpers in the 
fisher-girls’ rest-room to two girls 
who had just entered. 

With beaming faces they said one to 
the other: “Oh! tha Gaelic aice! (Oh! 
she has the Gaelic!)” 

To hear the Gaelic is sweetest 
music to these girls from the Island 
of Lewis in the Outer Hebrides, 
where little else is spoken. The ma- 
jority of the girls who have come for 
the herring fishing at Lowestoft this 
autumn are Gaelic-speaking girls, and 
in England they feel as if they were in 
a foreign land because the language is 
not their own. ‘They speak English

quite well, but it is in the Gaelic they 
sing as they bend over the herring 
troughs at Lowestoft. The churches 
send deputies to every fishing, and al- 
ways a Gaelic preacher to Lowestoft, 
They make “home” for the fisher-folk. 
The Government has directed that a 
rest hut shall be provided for the 
girls whenever their work is more 
than 400 yards from their homes. The 
town has built these huts, the curers 
rent them, and the women deputies 
take charge of them. 

There is no mistaking the fisher- 
girls’ They are fine rosy-cheeked 
lassies, clad in woolen jumpers with 
sleeves finished well above the elbows, 
“oilies”—-the name they give to their 
Oilskin aprons—sea-boots, and colored 
handkerchiefs pr scarfs tied round 
their heads. hey work with the 
herrings fresh from the sea, and they 
work in the open in sun and rain. 
The herring cannot wait for anything. 
They must be gutted, salted, and 
packed for the German and Russian 
markets on the same day that they 
are landed in Lowestoft. 

Thus it is that ordinary factory 
hours do not apply to the fisher-girls. | 
They can be’ seen working till 9 
o'clock at night, and again next morn- 
ing at 6 o’clock, but there are hours,

In St. Combs, near Fraserburgh, 
there are but three, Buchan, Strachan 
and Bruce, and the fisher-folk call 
each. other by what are known as “tee- 
names.” One fisher-girl at Lowestoft 
said that she was “Nancy’s Jean,” be- 
cause her mother’s name was “Nancy,” 
and if she had a-daughter she would 
be called “Nancy’s Jean’s Mary.” Boys 
usually take their tee-names from 
their father. 

Some of the girls go to domestic 
service when the fishing is over, but 
the majority mend their father’s or 
husband’s nets. They all become rest- 
less as the first fishing approaches. 
“The birds will be singing in Storno- 
way,” one girl said every spring to her 
mistress.

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Possibility of pcnieaal s Dismemberment Causes Spied: 
tion on Political and Commercial Effect in Czechoslovakia 


PRAGUE, Nov. 2 (Staff Correspond- 
ence)—Should the German Reich be- 
come dismembered by the breaking 
away of the Rhine Province, Bavaria 
and Saxony, what would be the effect 
on Czechoslovakia? The answer is 
that it would be economically discon- 
certing, but politically encouraging 

During the past week The Christian 
Science Monitor correspondent in 
Prague has had the opportunity to dis- 
cuss this and conterminous questions 
with representatives of the Czechoslo- 
vakian Government, the diplomatic 
corps, the press, and with business 
men. For political reasons none of 
them can be quoted, and what follows 
must of necessity be a summation of 
the most enlightening remarks passed 
during the various conversations. 

Additional factors which focus at- 
tention on this country at the present 
moment and which render a discussion 
of its situation pertinent are: the re- 
cent trip of the President, Thomas G. 
Masaryk, and the Minister of Fdéreign 
Affairs, Dr. Eduard Benés, to Paris, 
Brussels and London; the fifth anni-

A Cautious People 

The people of this new republic are 
described as suspicious. An incident 
taken at random from history would 
seem to bear this out. In 1866, when 
Austria had suffered defeat from Ger- 
many, the forces of the latter country 
were occupying Prague, and their 
commander-in-chief made most flatter- 
ing appeals to obtain the friendship 
of the Bohemians. But they would 
have none of the Prussian offering 
and preferred to remain loyal to 
Austria, even though they so liberally 
detested her. 

The close sentimental attachment 
which has been fostered with France 
over the last quarter century, the for- 
mation of the Little Entente and the 
ciscreet advances to Russia are signs 
of the broadening of the Czech nature. 
Perhaps it is not out of place to recall 
two previous instances of the radia- 
tion of international good will from 
Prague. The first was the fine mis- 
sion of John Huss, the Protestant 
leader of the early fifteenth century, 
and the second was the work insti- 
gated by Comenius in the early seven- 
teenth century to bring together -a 
League of Nations whose object should 
be to maintain peace. He was driven 
out of Bohemia by the Roman 
Catholics. This third period which 


exists today has evolved with freedom | 
from the Roman Catholic domination | 
of the Hapsburg Austria. 

The Czechoslovakians are suspicious 
of Germany. ‘They do not believe that 
this country has been entirely healed 
of its aggressive motives. 
slovakia apprehends that the war 
attendant upon either the dislocation 
or reconstruction of the Reich accord- 
ing to all the laws of history would 
mean troubled days for its neighbors. 

Czechoslovakia occupies today an 
unusually happy position among the 
countries of Europe. Talk is current 
of a future alliance of a defensive na- 
ture with France; Czechoslovakia

founded the Little Entente; it has 
earned a great reputation for astute 
diplomacy, particularly in respect to 
Anglo-French relations. It is re- 
garded as being quietly responsible 
for much of the order in Central Eu- 
rope and in the Balkans—at a cost of 
a totally unwarranted strain on its 
industries.

At present 
the cotton produced is largely of the 
short staple variety. On an average the 
production is 4,500,000 bales annually, 


of which from 2,500,000 to 3/000,000 bales lef 


are available for export. Most of this 
goes to Japan and the Continent of 
Europe, only about 100,000 bales com- 
ing to Zancashire. The supply of cot- 
ton from India is likely to be largely 
increased as the new Indus barrage, 
6n which work was started this au- 
tumn, brings more land into cultivation. 

Queenslana hopes to produce 16,000 
bales this year from its 100,000 to 150,000 
acres. The crop this year suffered from 
drought, or it would have been larger. 
Both there and in New South Wales. 
there is no doubt ot the suitability of 
the Jand or the excellence of the cot- 
ton it produces, but there is still some 
uncertainty in Great Rritain whether, 
when the industry is left to stand on its 
feet without government assistance, it 
will be able to compete as regards price 
with other parts of the world. Aus- 
tralian statesmen are confident that it 
can. 


RECORD IMPORTS OF 
TOYS IN 1923, MADE 
MOSTLY IN GERMANY 


It is expected that toy imports to the. 


United States this year will be of record 
proportions, estimated at around $13,- 
000,000. Nearly 75 per cent will come 
from Germany. Most of these are made 
in the old Bavarian chy of Nuremberg, 
toy-making center from time immemo- 
rial. Toys were made there in the thir- 
teenth century. It is the second largest 
city in Bavaria, where the majority of 
‘the population make toys and novelties, 
most of which go to England and the 
United States. 

In 1914 the United States imported 
toys valued at $9,084,000, of which $7,- 
718,000 came from Germany. During 
the war imports fell to less than $1,- 
000,000, mostly from France, England, 
and Japan. In 1920 imports totaled 
$10,937,000, including $1,051,367 dolls 
and $3,186,650 of other toys from Ger- 
many, and $1,705,348 dolls and $3,858,- 
051 of other toys from Japan. 


EVENTS IN RUHR 
AFFECT ARIZONA 


TUCSON, Ariz., Nov. 30 (?)—Events 
in the Ruhr are reflected more pro- 
foundly in the commercial situation in 
Arizona than in that of any other State, 
according to P. G. Spilsbury, president 
of the Arizona Industrial Congress. He 
said this was because “copper is the 
backbone of Arizona’s prosperity.” 

In a recent address Mr. Spilsbury 
stated: “On an average, Germany 
bought 333,000,000 pounds of copper a 
year before the war. Her maximum 
purchases in one year reached about 
400,000,000 pounds, or almost as great 
as Arizona's annual output. Now 
France is not permitting Germany to 
export her manufactured products, with 


the tesult that Germany’s purchases | 


have ceased.

| That pony polo will soon become & 
‘recognized minor sport at Harvard Uni- 
versity is seen in the fact that three 
'first-string teams from Harvard are 
new practicing daily in the Common- 
‘wealth Armory, Allston. Plans are un- 
‘der way to Crimson pole 
team which to compete 
with those already in the Intercolle- 
giate Pony Polo “League, which holds 
(its annual championship at Fort Haruail- 
ton..N. Y¥.. next May. The work ™ 
| being carried on under the direetion of 
‘the department of military science and 
tactics. Lieut -Col W. S. Browning, 
rhead of. the department, has not only 
‘obtained permission to use the armorv 
for practice, but has made arrangements ” 
whereby the Harvard men will be able 
to keep their mounts there @uring the 
winter months. 

Intermittent attempts have been 
made to establish a polo team ever 
since the fieid artillery was established 
-{n the university at the close of the 
“war. A lack of adequate facilities, how- 
‘ever, has made it difficult to develop a 
presentable team for competition. <A 
| sincere attempt was made last year by 
| Maj. R. C. F. Goetz, then head of the 
'department of military science, to form 
‘a team which could compete against 
the well-organized at Yale and 

Princeton universities. From the start 
difficulties were encountered, such as 
the inabilit®? to secure a riding hall for 
winter practice, and, in the spring, the 
‘use of Soldiers Field. or any of the polo 
‘fields in the vicinity of Boston, was 
not open to them. Spring practice was 
held, however, but on an uneven pas- 
ture in Allston; and, moreover, the polo 
mounts supplied by the War Depart- 
ment were green and unbroken. 

Last May a team, much handicapped 
iby this lack of facilities. left for the 
intercollegiate tournament at Fort 
| Hamilton. The team’s stay in New York 
was brief, as they were defeated in the 
Preliminary round by that of Norwich 
| University, 12 to 2. which had in turn 
been defeated, 13 to 2, by that of Prince- 
,ton in a practice contest less than a 
i week before. 
| But it is safe to sav that this spring 
the Harvard polo team will go to New 
York much better prepared to make its 
bid for the intercollegiute championship 
title: During the Christmas holidays a 
selected team will travel to Pinehurst, 
N. C., for a week of outdoor practice on 
the excellent polo fields of the Sandy 
Hill Polo Club. This invitation was 
formally extended to Harvard by the 
Sandy Hill Club, among whose members 
are several Harvard graduates, and it 
‘has just been accepted by Colonel! 
Browning. The South Carolina Club is 
one of the leading polo clubs of the 
/ United States, and it is expected that 
a week of match games with the junior 
iteams of the club would help to bring 
the Harvard candidates into shape for 
the spring season. : 

On returning to Boston the team wf 
continue practice in the armory until 
the spring. As soon as outdoor prac- 
tice“has become possible, the Crimson 
teams will begin practice on the polo 
fields of one of the clubs near Boston. 
playing occasional games with Yale. 
Princeton, and the United States Mili- 
‘tary Academy, until the coming Inter- 
collegiates in New York. Among the 
_teams which will be entered in this 
i competition are Yale, Princeton, Cornell, 
| Pennsylvania, West Point. ‘Virginia

NEW EALANeD FORBIDS 
PRESS COMMENTS ON 
DISPUTES SUB JUDICE 


AUCKLAND, Oct. 25 (Special Cor- 
respondence)—An unusual prosecu- 
tion came before the Arbitration 
Court in Wellington the other day— 
one that is particularly interesting 
as illustrating the strictness with 
which the British practice of pre- 
venting newspaper interference with 
the course of justice is adhered to in 
the dominions. Trial by newspaper 
is not mitted in New Zealand. 
After a man has been arrested a news- 
paper is not allowed to deal with the 
case until the trial is over. Possibly, 
however, some New Zealanders were 
surprised to learn that this rule ap- 
plies to proceedings under the State 
system of conciliation and arbitra- 
tion in industria] disputes. 

During an adjournment in the pro- 
ceedings before a Conciliation Council 
in Wellington, in a dispute between 
the Hotel and Restaurant Workers’ 
Union and the employees, the Welling- 
ton Evening Post published an anony- 
mous letter dealing with the case, and 
the proprietors were haled before the 
Arbitration Court. Counsel for the 
prosecution said the letter was cal- 


culated to stiffen the backs of the. olin r 
hote) proprietors and generally affect | West Adams Ave.

Enameling Furniture and Woodwork 


NAMELING is an art that has 
3 been much used and abused by 

the amateur, yet it is not at all 
‘difficult to turn out a fair job if one 
‘will but learn and observe a few sim- 
iple rules that are necessary to make 
ithe work a success. 
| In re-enameling old furniture, first 
‘wipe it over with a cloth dampened 
‘with gasoline, to remove all soiled 
lor greasy spots. If the old enamel 
has been chipped off.in places, these 
‘should be filled with knifing putty. 
‘Do not fise ordinary glazier’s putty, as 
it is very slow to dry and does not 
stick well. If you cannot procure 
knifing putty at your paint store, take 
one part white lead and two parts 
whiting. Use enough turpentine to mix 
‘them to a dough; this should be kept 
in a can of water, as it hardens when 
left. exposed to the air. Use this to 
glaze over all chipped and rough spots. 
Smooth it with a limber putty knife, 
‘and, when dry, sand it down with 
double “O” sandpaper. 
| If the old enamel! still retains its 
‘high gloss, it should be rubbed over 
i'with fine sandpaper. If the piece is 
‘to be refinished in the same tint as 


Graceful |the original one, one coat of under- 


‘you have colored your putty the same 
tone or have ‘wiped the puttied sur- 
‘faces over with some of the color. 
Good results in enameling depend 
upon laying on the undercoat smoothly 
/and uniformly, for the enamel itself is 
‘transparent. Get your undercoat and 
‘enamel at the same store, and be sure 
that they are the same shade. Pre- 
‘pared undercoating is mixed to the 
proper consistency. Do not thin it. 
'Apply a heavy coat with a soft-haired 
| brush, smoothing your work out with 
'a soft light stroke of the brush. Look 
‘your work over and pick up all runs 
| before the paint begins to set. 

When this coat is thoroughly dry, 


‘Dust off and apply enamel just as you 
i 


‘would apply a coat of varnish. Be 


'sure it is all thoroughly covered and 


‘laid on uniformly; all runs and sags 
should be picked up and smoothed out 
before the enamel begins to set. 

To enamel new woodwork, sand 
over until all the surface is smooth to 
the touch.

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| EDITORIALS | 
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* Tue Congress of the United States will reassemble 
for business next week. There is confronting it as im- 
portant a program of affairs 
to be disposed of as was ever 
presented to an American law- 
making body. The country is 
groaning under the burden of 
taxation—the expression is none 
j too strong. There is a convic- 
tion among the people that not 
merely are the taxes as at present imposed unfair in their 
incidence, but that the great volume of them is unneces- 
sary. Despite the impending presidential election, re- 
formatory legislation on this subject must be effected. 
The immigration question likewise presses. Some action 
must be taken on-this subject before the expiration of the 
present immigration law at the end of the current fiscal 
year. The farmers are pleading for helpful legislation 
dealing with railroad rates, and the railroads, on their 
part, are watching with trepidation the growing demand 
for further regulation of their business. The banking 
system is under fire, and some legislation on that subject 
is likely to be urged. And the great international ques- 
tions growing out of the World War, though in the main 
not subject to congressional action, will inevitably engage 
to some extent the attention of Congress. The Lausarine 
Treaty, for example, will be presented to the Senate, and 
ought to be emphatically rejected by that body. 

This is the roughest, most cursory, outline of the 
duties which the Congress will find awaiting its action 
when it shall assemble. What is the present outlook for 
the successful clearing of so crowded a slate? 

: It is the presidential year, and in presidential years 

Congress is always timid, always shackled by distinctly 
political considerations. But this vear, aside from the 
bipartisan politics played by the leaders of the two chief 
parties, we find the party in power wracked and torn by 
internal dissénsions. The question whether there shall 
he any legislation for the reduction of taxation fills a 
place in the news from Washington entirely secondary 
to the discussion of whether or not Senator Cummins of 
Iowa is to be president pro tem. Senator Cummins is a 
most amiable gentleman of advanced years and long pub- 
lic service. His service, his personal qualities, and his 
position on the senatorial roster alike entitle him to the 
post. Apparently he earnestly desires it. But the point 
is raised that should he be elected president pro tem, he 
must resign the chairmanship of the important Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, which, under such condi- 
tions, would fall into the hands of Senator La Follette, 
who, to conservatives and to the railroads that would 
be most affected by such a change, is anathema. Mr. 
Cummins says that he will not resign, but will hold both 
places. Thereupon, the fadical bloc of Republicans 
announce that if such be his purpose they will not con- 
tribute their votes to. make him president pro tem. With- 
out their votes he cannot be elected. Neither the old line 
Republicans, the radical Republicans, nor the Democrats 
can elect. A combination of at least two is necessary. 
The outlook is that legislation of. importance will be 
held up indefinitely while these parties fight out these 
quarrels. 

Vital as tax legislation is, there is a marked divergence 
of opinion concerning its character in the Republican 
Party, which, being in the majority, is charged with pres- 
ent responsibility. Mr. Mellon’s admirable propositions, 
backed by the Administration, while at first received 
with general applause, are now seen to be supported by 
only a part of the Republican senators and representa- 
tives—not enough to efact them into law without Demo- 
cratic aid. Inthe House, the Democratic minority leader, 
Mr. Garrett of Tennessee, announces that the Democrats 
will give such aid; that the reduction of taxation is a 
matter of such vital importance to the country that the 
Democratic Party cannot afford to have its representa- 
tives remain quiescent and have any remedial legislation 
blocked through Republican discord. But in the Senate 
Mr. Robinson of Arkansas, the Democratic leader, an- 
nounces that the Democrats propose to leave to the Re, 
publicans entire responsibility in the matter, and that if 
the Republicans alone cannot enact tax legislation, they 
need not lock for Democratic aid. Here, again, legisla- 
tion imperatively demanded by the necessities and the 
temper of the country bids fair to fail because of the 
maneuvering of party politicians. 

This outline of a discreditable and a menacing situa- 
tion might be prolonged. These two controversies, by 
which the parties in Congress are torn, and because of 
which entire legislative impotence is threatened, serve as 
illustrative of the condition existing at Washington. It 
will be an extraordinary tribute to great executive 
capacity, political tact, and diplomatic skill if. President 
Coolidge can extract from this situation anything for 
the good of the Nation.

tendency in some quarters to 
regard the whole question of prohibition enforcement as 
purely a contest between two opposing parties, either one 
of which may finally win. This is a false point of view, 
because the prohibition forces have the great tendencies 
of right on their side, a fact which insures their ultimate 


victory. 


Dr. Kammerer upheld his contention on the ground | 


of many experiments which he had performed to prove 
that acquired characteristics in animals are transmitted, 
and he urged that an acquired aversion for alcohol would 


similarly be registered in the oncoming generation if 
those responsible for the enforcement of the law did 
their part in establishing its prohibitory enactments. It 
is not necessary to plead complete accord with the doc- 
tor’s methods or his entire gamut of medical and evolu- 
tionary beliefs fully to realize the importance of the gen- 
eral trend of his conclusions. That the appetite for alco- 
hol is an abnormal one, predicated upon a false seeking 
for an unnatural stimulus, is generally recognized. Hence, 
if it is established that this false desire can be replaced, 
according to the teachings of the orthodox schools today, 
by a truer one, the anti-alcoholic organizations have an 
ally of which they have been to a large extent heretofore 
ignorant. | 

Perhaps one of the most subtle arguments which 
prohibitionists have to meet in their own work is the one 
which urges that they are accomplishing so little of actual, 
tangible, worth-while value that it will do no harm to let 
up somewhat every once in a while in their efforts. When 
it is realized, however, that the human appetite for liquor 
can be actually weaned out of the human race, or any 
portion of it, by continued activity in the right direction, 
it is seen that every earnest endeavor does count toward 
the ultimate accomplishment of the desired end, and that, 
hence, it ill behooves anyone engaged in this struggle to 
lay down their arms for a single minute. 


, IN view of the distress that inflation is causing in 
large sections of Europe, it is worth while to make note 
of recent cases in which debased 
currencies have become stabil- 
ized. While it is unsafe to de- 
duce too much from analogy, 
Currency the circumstances being so dif- 
| Stabilizations || ferent, the empires can often 
H _ | Jearn from the smaller countries 
as laboratories. While currency 
continues to be more and more inflated and less and less 
valuable in Russia, Poland, and Germany, the exchange 
mediums of Finland, Esthonia, Latvia, and Austria have 
become relatively stable. 

How has this been done? First of all, by stopping 
the printing presses. This is not so easy as it sounds. 
Once inflation is begun and the purchasing power of the 
monetary unit declines, more and more bills are required 
for the transaction of’ business. No matter how much 
money is in circulation, there is always demand for more. 
The Government itself needs more and more for the pay- 
ment of employees and other expenses, such as those 
for military purposes. To increase revenue through 
taxation requires special legislation, and by the time the 
new quotas have been collected, they have lost part of 
their value. Furthermore, inflation, while it keeps going, 
stimulates industrial activity, while stabilization is apt 
to cause unemployment. A strong resolution, born either 
of despair or determination, is, therefore, needed to stop 
printing unsecured paper money. Most governments are 
too weak to make the effort. 

In Austria the thing was done through the aid of the 
League of Nations. Certain powers, anxious to prevent 
a collapse, guaranteed a loan for the stabilization of the 
krone. In return the country had to surrender part of 
its political independence. As the agent of the League, 
Alfred Zimmermann, former Mayor of Rotterdam, now 
supervises Austrian finances. The Soctal-Democratic 
opposition asserts that the country has fallen into the 
clutches of the international banking interests, but at 
least it has been saved from a condition of bankruptcy 
and chaos. 

In Finland the stabilization was accomplished with- 
out foreign aid. Thanks to the sacrifices of the tax- 
payers, the budget has been balanced and a surplus estab- 
lished. Like Great Britain, Finland has begun paying 
off its war debt to the United States. Its foreign-credit 
has become stronger. To stabilize the exchange value 
of the Danish krone, which has never recovered its pre- 
war standing, the Danish Government has recently de- 
cided to establish a special fund of £6,000,000. To this 
the state and the banks will contribute about equal shares. 
In Sweden the discount rate was raised two weeks ago 
by the National Bank from 4.5 to 5.5 per cent. Though 
practically back at its former gold standard, the krona 
had begun to decline in exchange value as compared with 
the American dollar, the real barometer of all European 
currencies. 

In Esthonia inflation was stopped in 1921. Heavier 
taxes and new Government loans were used. In 1922 
the dollar hovered about 360 marks. A similar opera- 
tion was put through in Latvia in the summer of Ig2!. 
Within a few months the local ruble had sunk from 250 
‘to 500 per dollar. Without announcing its purpose the 
Government made preparations for stabilization and the 
introduction of a new unit, the lat. Taxes were increased, 
tariff rates raised so as to stop all unnecessary imports, 
and a fund of gold and sound foreign currencies col- 
lected as a guarantee. Then by prearrangement the banks 
suddenly stopped buving foreign securities, the new im- 
port rates were put into effect, additional taxes on the 
business “turnover” were collected, and payment of 
export taxes demanded in domestic instead of foreign 
currencies: The demand for Latvian rubles increased 
suddenly, there was a panic on the “Black Bourse,” and 
the end of fiat money was announced. Thus, the Govern- 
ment could fix and preserve the ratio of 50 to 1 between 
the old ruble and the new gold franc or “‘lat.” The old 
500-ruble bills were super-stamped “ro lat.’ Inflation 


was over.

It is a National 
courageous undertaking, though Morals 
one upon which the writer re- | } 
ferred to, Dr. Paul Rohrbach, 
seems to have entered with the same degree of fortitude 
and assurance possessed by many of those who presume 


to assay the moral and social qualities of more than a 
hundred million people by merely superficial processes. 
But it must be encouraging to the people of the United 
States, if not to the people of the voluntary critic's own 
country, to be assured that on the whole there is no 
great disparity in their moral standards. “German 
morals are just as good as American morals,” he is 
quoted as saying, “but the Americans are more success- 
ful in concealing their lapses.”’ He tells*his readers that 
the impression prevailing in Germany that moral stand- 
ards are higher in the United States than in that country 
is quite erroneous, as “American morality is only on the 
surface.” 

It is a little difficult to follow the doctor, accepting 
the indirect quotations which the cabled press account 
gives of his article, especially when he is made to say: 
“Coeducation does not seem to have been as successful 
in America as had been hoped for.”’ 

Having thus disposed of what may be regarded as 
the chief items considered in his bill of particulars, the 
observing traveler pays his compliments to - American 
women. After somewhat critically, commenting upon 
their personal traits, he discloses his conclusion that, 
while they lead in public affairs, as well as in family 
affairs, the American men are inclined to “complain about 
the amount of attention paid to women.” One inquires, 
involuntarily, if American women have attained a posi- 


‘tion of leadership in politics, while retaining their estab- 


lished position of influence in the family circle, why the 
men should not heed them. But the erudite analyst tells 
us why, even before the query is propounded. He finds 
that American women are already too strong an influ- 
ence in politics because they are “apt to succumb to propa- 
ganda more readily than men.” To this tendency ihe 
attributes the success of what he calls French propaganda 
in America. 

Americans, both women and men, will be inclined to 
question the correctness of the German observer's con- 
clusions. They probably will insist that, the hypothesis 
being wrong, the conclusion must be wrong. But be 
that as it may, the adventure is a hazardous one when 
it is attempted, by contrasting or comparing national 
moral standards, to justify those of one people or to 
condemn those of another. *

Moreover,.an extraordinary feature of the situation was 
the utterly inexcusable recklessness which apparently pos- 
sessed many of those responsible for the disbursement. of 
government funds, so that it has since been discovered 
that millions of dollars were deliberately wasted in need- 
less fields of endeavor. 

Recently, in connection with the disposal of some 
of the buildings, etc., at Camp Devens, it has been charged 
that a score or so of men have enriched themselves, by 
actual stealing and similar methods, to the extent of many 
thousands of dollars. This aftermath is but another 
aspect of the same distorted sense of things. 

What all of this indicates is the fact, which must be 
apparent to any who will consider the matter for a few 
moments, that one of the seemingly inevitable conse- 
quences of war is a peculiar dulling of the moral sense. 
This is not surprising when it is remembered how crude 
a manifestation of the carnal mind war, as a matter of 
fact, is. What, therefore, is really surprising is that 
there is ever found associated with it anything that even 
savors of true morality. The very nature of war prac- 
tically determines the character of those associated prac- 
tices which from time immemorial have been inextrica- 
bly interblended with it. The explanation of the Camp 
Devens lootings and all such war incidents is, there- 
fore, to be found in the essential immorality of war in 


and of itself.

Up Africa’s East Coast

Suez, Oct. 1—Zanzibar is not the only place of interest 
on the east coast of Africa. I doubt very much. indeed. 
whether on any other single coast in the whole world are to 
be found so many places of such distinct and separate appeal. 
Take Ibo, for instance, which is one of the last ports of call 
in Portuguese East Africa, coming toward Suez. Most people 
in the world have probably never heard of Ibo. Neither had 
I until I landed there, but now that I have seen it, | shall 
never forget it. A hundred similar small towns | have seen 
all over Europe and South Africa, only to find them vanished 
trom my memory within a month, but none of them were 
quite like Ibo. ? 

We arrived there, | remember, on the night of a full moon. 
And in that silver moonshine, I had my first glimpse of. 
lbo—a long stretch of fantastically waving palm trees, so 
wild and isolated looking as to make me think that here, now, 
and at long last I had come across Darkest Africa.« Rowing 
toward the shore in the fierce glare of the following morning, 
one or two red-roofed houses, fringing the sands, thrust them- 
selves into sight, but the whole place seemed so completely and 
torbiddingly desolate that, when it became a question of getting 
damp feet or staying in the boat (for there isn't even a jetts 
tor rowing boats at Ibo), most of my companions decided 
against getting wet feet. | 

Not one of us seemed to guess—and I, least of all, I think— 
that, lurking behind this thick clump of fantastically waving 
palm trees, was a little town of more or less modern stone 
houses, church, public seats, and street lamps, complete, which, 
with very slight alteration of its Portuguese architecture, might 
very well have done for some mysteriously blighted village in 
a novel of Wilkie Collins—so quiet and absolutely deserted 
it was during the full sun of midday. 


Still fewer people, I am afraid, have heard‘of Port Amelia. 
Even South Africans know it—or know it not at all—as.a base 
during the German East African campaign. And yet the 
queer, the almost unbelievably queer thing, is that Port Amelia 
stands at the head of what many people claim to be the third 
finest natural harbor in the world—Rio de Janeiro and Sydnev 
being bracketed as the finest. The only trouble with Port 
Amelia, apparently, is that it is on the-direct line of cyclones 
and, as yet, has no great productive hinterland; so there it 
stands, a sweltering, sun-scorched sand heap of a place. 

“Harbor of peace” is the native meaning of Dar-es-Salaam, 
and so today, m spite of two or three war-crippled ships still 
lying about, it still seems: harbor of peace—and of a faded 
prosperity. Undoubtedly when they first came to Dar-es- 
Salaam, the Germans determined to make this the show place 
of the whole coast, and he will be a verv biased man who will 
say that they did not succeed: Not only did-they make its 
harbor like a huge, inland, pleasure lake, but just as they did 
at Windhoek and Swakopmund, in former German Southwest 
Africa, they firmly put out of their heads the idea that tin 
will last for ever, and immediately set about.planning, build- 
ing and beautifying the town that was to surround this harbor 
ot peace as they might have set about planning; building and ° 
beautifving a model town on,the Rhine. Sparing, in their days 
of plenty, neither money, thought nor labor, they built houses 
such as few in even Cape ‘Town or Durban can surpass (and 
very few cities in England can equal either), and churches 
that could not help but be an inspiration by their architecture 
alone. And yet it is impossible to escape a certain air of melan- 
choly and stagnation that hangs over Dar-es-Salaam these days. 
The decision to clear out all classes of Germans (and not, as 
in the southwest, to repatriate only the officials) does not 
seem to have proved an entirely unmixed: blessing. Many of 
these fine, model German houses, complains._the English settler 
of to-day, and many of the most valuable building sites in the 
town, have been bought up by Indians with whom it is alto- 
gether hopeless to try and compete.

Then there is the town of Mozambique. Like a page torn 
out of medieval Portugal is Mozambique. As a monument 
in the main street rather dismally records, nearly six hundred 
vears have slipped away since Vasco de Gama landed here; but 
nothing seems to have altered very much in that time; and it 
is very strange to notice how, inspite of all the fierce mid- 
day glare of its African sun, its gleaming white houses, and its 
flashing azure sea on all four sides of it, this island port of 
Mozambique wears very much that same subtle, restful air of

Russian Aviation 

Recent news from Russia tells of many things: a new 
and stable currency, increasing foreign trade, adequate 
crops, and, among other developments, a new interest in avia-, 
tion. ‘The Russian Review relates that, “In the course of the 
first month of its activity, the first Russian Commercial Air 
Line, Moscow-Nizhni-Novgorod, which is exploited by the 
joint-stock company Dobrolot has given the following results: 
During the period accounted for sixty-five flights were effected ; 
185 passengers, 1222 kilograms newspapers, and 122% kilo- 
grams of freight and mail were transported. All the flights 
were effected with the greatest possible accuracy. 

“After a four-days’ trip a ‘Junkers’ aeroplane of the 
Dobrolot line arrived in Novo-Nikolavevsk on Sept. 15. The 
aeroplane was in the air not longer than 20 hours, covering, 
during that time, 3200 versts (2400 miles). The aviator 
was forced to stop in all large cities, owing to the persistent 
demands of the population which assembled in the aerodrome.” 


America’s First Botanical Garden 

AMERICAN botany began its growth back in colonial days 
in a garden near the City of Philadelphia, according to Fruit, 
Garden and Home. 

“On the west bank of the Schuylkill, not far from the 
confluence of that river and the Delaware, stands the substan- 
tial stone house that was once the home of John Bartram, 
‘the father of American botany.’ Here, in 1728, he began 
the laying out of his garden, and as Some of the property was 
composed of swamp land, it was laboriously drained and filled 
to make it suitable for cultivation. ‘This is said to be the first 
instance of land reclamation undertaken in the New World.”
